Summary of reasons for decision: 


The publication is deemed objectionable because it tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The computer image file is a colour 
photograph of a teenage girl lying back on a park bench. She is clothed and positioned in a 
manner that strongly sexualises her by drawing the viewer’s attention to her crotch area. The 
publication encourages the viewer to see young persons as sexually desirable and available, and 
legitimises a sexual interest in them. 

The classification interferes with the right to freedom of expression set out in sl4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 but this outcome is consistent with Parliament's intention that 
publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are 
deemed to be objectionable.
